Massive demonstration in London greets 


63 protestors arrested 


Police clashed with demon¬ 
strators gathered around 
the Bank of England in the 
heart of London’s financial 
centre yesterday during a 
day of protest against the 
G20 summit. 

Riot police staged baton 
charges to try to disperse 
several hundred people 
protesting against a finan¬ 
cial system they said had 
robbed the poor to benefit 
the rich. 

Demonstrators earlier at¬ 
tacked a nearby branch of 
Royal Bank of Scotland 
(RBS), shattering three win¬ 
dows. 

Rescued by the govern¬ 
ment in October, RBS and 
former boss Fred Goodwin, 


• Police said 63 protesters had 
been arrested by late evening 
and at least one officer was 


who controversially refused 
to give up a pension of $1.2 
million, became lightning 
rods for public anger in 
Britain over banker excess 
blamed for the financial cri¬ 
sis. 

During the protests one 
man died after he collapsed 
and stopped breathing. Po¬ 
lice said they tried to resus¬ 
citate him but that they 
came under a hail of bot¬ 
tles. The man was taken by 


taken to hospital for treat¬ 
ment, although he was not be¬ 
lieved to be seriously hurt. 


ambulance to a nearby hos¬ 
pital where he was pro¬ 
nounced dead. 

A police source said it 
was likely the man died 
from a medical condition 
but that a post-mortem was 
needed. 

The protests in London’s 
City financial area coincid¬ 
ed with a G20 meeting of 
the world’s leading and 
emerging economies. 

Protesters hurled paint 


G20 leaders 

bombs and bottles, chanti¬ 
ng: “Our streets! Our 
banks!” 

RBS said in a statement it 
was “aware of the violence” 
outside its branch and “had 
already taken the precau¬ 
tionary step” of closing cen¬ 
tral City branches. 

As dusk fell, police 
charged a hard core of anti¬ 
capitalist demonstrators in 
an attempt to disperse 
them before nightfall. Bot¬ 
tles flew through the air to¬ 
wards police lines and po¬ 
lice on horseback stood by 
ready to intervene. 

Some protesters set fire 
to an effigy of a banker 
hanging from a lamp post.

London With the world 
watching, Barack Obama’s

The arrival of Obama 
and his wife, Michelle, en¬ 
thralled Londoners who 
crowded streets and 
strained for a glimpse of 
the couple during their 
first official European visit 
as his motorcade sped 
from one stop to the next 
during a day that unfold¬ 
ed at breakneck speed. 

Obama’s charm 
offensive drew laughter 
from the Queen during a 
meeting and gushing 
praise from British Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown. 
The president even talked 
dinosaurs with Brown’s 
sons. 

Meanwhile, Prime Min¬ 
ister Stephen Harper was 
among the leaders who 
dined with the Queen last 
night at Buckingham 
Palace.

City ‘dial-a-dopers’ disconnected after big drug bust

Those looking to purchase 
drugs in the city may not 
have their calls returned 
after a police sting target¬ 
ed “dial-a-dopers,” charg¬ 
ing 51 people with more 
than 120 criminal 
offences. 


The undercover sting was 
led by the gang and drag 
unit of the Edmonton Po¬ 
lice Service and was a 
crackdown on street-level 
drugs dealers. Police say 
they are the bottom of the 
drug hierarchy, but the first 
point of contact for the ma¬ 
jority of drug users in the 
city. 

Police say the project be¬ 


gan as a result of communi¬ 
ty concerns about drug ac¬ 
tivity across the city, and 
wasn’t focused on specific 
neighbourhoods. 

“There are the traffickers 
that are in our communi¬ 
ties that peddle their trade 
in front of our residences, 
in front of our schools and 
our shopping centres,” said 
Staff Sergeant Greg Pre¬ 


ston. 

The sting, called Project 
Geld, began on March 4. 
Over $14,500 in cash was 
seized along with 205 
grams of cocaine, small 
amounts of marijuana and 
meth and six vehicles. Po¬ 
lice say the accused range 
in age from 15 to 44 years 
old, including three who 
are under 18. 


“We need to ensure that 
our young people are aware 
that it’s not all glamour 
that the money that flows 
from this comes with po¬ 
tentially some very signifi¬ 
cant consequences,” said 
Sgt. Preston. The charges 
include 44 counts of traf¬ 
ficking, 18 counts of posses¬ 
sion for the purpose of traf¬ 
ficking, and 43 counts of 


possession of the proceeds 
of crime. Though police be¬ 
lieve there are a larger 
number of “dial-a-dopers” 
in the city, the project is 
said to have been a success. 

“It causes them some¬ 
times to get a little bit slop¬ 
py,” Sgt. Preston told re¬ 
porters. “Distraction and 
disruption are part of our 
tactic.”

At least 125 people were

Forty-six of the people 
charged were members of 
the two gangs, but police 
said the arrests also includ¬ 
ed several people responsi¬ 
ble for the distribution of 
guns and drugs to gangs 
throughout the Toronto

Tories take third shot

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s spokesperson, Ko¬ 
ry Teneyclce, said the bill 
meets a longstanding plat¬ 
form commitment, and 
was sent to the Liberal- 
dominated Senate first be¬ 
cause it could get hung up 
in that chamber longer. 

But the Senate has few 
government bills to deal 
with right now, and debate 
could move more quickly. 

In reality, the move puts 
pressure on Liberal Leader 
Michael Ignatieff, who has

S ome media reports 
suggest rotten eco¬ 
nomic conditions 
are creating a bull 
market for romance.

Exhibit B: Adult toy shops 
are also touting a surge in 
business, the implication 
being that couples are cut¬

No 
compelling indication of a 
recession-driven stampede 
of romantic mergers here, 
either.

Afghan law about power, not culture 



I thought I was used to see¬ 
ing politicians bargain with 
each other. A few conces¬ 
sions here and there to in¬ 
fluential voting blocs are 
part of the elections game. 

But Afghan President 
Hamid Karzai surely wins 
that game by throwing 
women’s rights like bar¬ 
gaining chips at the feet of 
religious conservatives he’s 
courting for Afghanistan’s 
presidential election. 

In Februaiy, he signed a 
new law that, according to 
United Nations organiza¬ 


tions, legalizes rape within 
marriage and bars women 
from leaving their homes 
without permission from 
their husbands. 

Deja vu, anyone? 

Senator Humaira Namati, 
a member of the Afghan 
parliament, told a British 
paper the law was “worse 
than during the Taliban,” a 
government that denied 
women basic rights such as 
education when it ruled 
Afghanistan 1996-2001. 

News of the law broke at 
an international conference 
for Afghanistan being held 
at The Hague. The reports 
offer both a fortuitous 
chance to embarrass Karzai 
for so cheaply selling out 
women, and a test for the 


72 countries and organiza¬ 
tions gathered at The Hague 
on how willing they are to 
defend Afghan women. 

Since the Taliban’s ouster, 
much has improved for 
Afghan women. Millions of 
girls now attend school and 
women have a 25 per cent 
quota in parliament. In 
March, a female lawmaker, 
Shalah Attah, said she 
would run for president in 
August polls. So what was 
Karzai thinking? 

Despite the reemergence 
of the Taliban, the law has 
less to do with its misogyny 
and more with Karzai’s elec¬ 
tion manoeuvring. 

The law covers members 
of Afghanistan’s Shia mi¬ 
nority, who account for 


about 10 per cent of the 
population, and was backed 
by the influential Shia cler¬ 
ics and parties who are ob¬ 
jects of Karzai’s affection. 

Afghan women parlia¬ 
mentarians and activists 
have condemned the law 
and said they’re worried an¬ 
other law being drafted for 
the country’s majority Sun¬ 
ni women will be equally 
harsh. 

Afghanistan’s new law 
has nothing to do with cul¬ 
ture or religion and every¬ 
thing to do with power and 
politics.

Back in black (basalt) 


Waterford Wedgwood resurrects 
the triumph that launched the ca¬ 
reer of the world’s most famous 
potter. 

The scene 

In the 18th century, the design¬ 
ers of the day were quite literally 
digging up inspiration. The rage 
for everything neoclassical was ig¬ 
nited by archeological finds at 
Pompeii and Herculaneum, creat¬ 
ing an insatiable demand for deco¬ 
rative objects depicting ancient 
Greek, Roman and Egyptian fig¬ 
ures and motifs. In an attempt to 
mimic basalt — a stone used in 
Egyptian statuary — a number of 
potters in Staffordshire, England, 


had begun making crude black 
earthenware vases and tableware 
known as Egyptian Black. 

Enter the inventor 
Having established his own fac¬ 
tory in Staffordshire in 1759, Josi-

Egyptian Black to a contemporary 
classic. In 1768, he succeeded with 
his fine-grain, unglazed black 
stoneware, which he christened 
black basalt. Made from Stafford¬ 
shire clay and stained with cobalt 
and manganese oxides, the excep¬ 
tionally smooth, porcelain-lilce fin¬ 
ish and rich hue of black basalt 
launched Wedgwood onto the 
world stage.

such interesting people, 
and your combined tastes 
could make for an eclectic 
and absolutely fascinating 
decor that reflects the both 
of you, and your time to¬ 
gether.

Easy, cheesy and lazy lasagna 



There’s no need to pre-cook the noodles in this recipe. 


Statistics tell us that when 
it comes to what’s really 
cooking in the kitchen, 
most of us have 10 to 15 
recipes in our repertoire 
and rotate them ad nause- 
um. According to those 
same statisticians, the av¬ 
erage time spent prepar¬ 
ing and cooking dinner is 
30 minutes or less. 

What’s needed are some 
short-order supper survival 
recipes with few ingredi¬ 
ents and minimal time and 
effort. Here’s one of my 
supper survival recipes. 


Ever So Easy Lasagna 

No need to cook the noo¬ 
dles. If you keep jars of 
pesto, sauce, tomatoes and 
noodles in the pantry and 
grated cheese in the freez¬ 
er, the only thing to pick 
up is ricotta cheese. Serve 
with a vegetable side dish 
or salad and crusty bread. 
Makes 4 to 6 servings. 

INGREDIENTS: 

• 1 -19 oz (540 mL) can 
stewed or pasta tomatoes 

• 1 cup (250 mL) pasta or 


spaghetti sauce 

• 6 uncooked lasagna noo¬ 
dles 

• 1 - 500 g container ricot¬ 
ta cheese 

• 2 tbsp (30 mL) pesto 

• 1 cup (250 mL) shredded 
mozzarella cheese 

• 1/4 cup (60 mL) freshly 
grated Parmesan cheese 

METHOD: 

Combine tomatoes and 
sauce; spread one-third of 
mixture in 11 x 7 x 2 inch 
(2 L) glass microwaveable 


dish. Arrange three noo¬ 
dles over the sauce. Com¬ 
bine ricotta cheese and 
pesto; spread noodles with 
half the ricotta mixture. 
Top with another third of 
sauce. 

Repeat with remaining 
three noodles, remaining 
ricotta mixture and sauce. 

Cover with microwave 
plastic wrap, turning back 
one edge to vent. Mi¬ 
crowave at high 10 min¬ 
utes, rotate dish, and re¬ 
duce to medium (50 per 
cent) and cook for 10 min¬ 
utes or until noodles are 
tender when pierced with 
a knife. 

Sprinkle with cheeses, 
recover and let stand 10 
minutes (this helps the 
noodles absorb liquid.)

ER drawing last breath 

Groundbreaking drama bids farewell after 15-year run 



Groundbreaking hospital 
drama ER draws its last 
breath this week after 15 
years of blood, sweat and 
tears that changed story¬ 
telling on U.S. television 
and put fictional County 
General Hospital on the 
world’s stage. 

Today’s two-hour season 
finale on the NBC network, 
preceded by a retrospective 
special, brings to an end a 
drama series that nearly 
never got made, yet boosted 
the careers of stars includ¬ 
ing George Clooney and 
won 22 Emmy awards, U.S. 
television’s top honour. 

But just as the fast-paced 
ER episodes over the years 
left many stories unre¬ 
solved, viewers should not 
expect a neat ending or 
grand emotional farewell 
with many former stars ap¬ 
pearing on the final show. 

Clooney, who left the 
show in 1999, and other ER 
alumni including Julianna 
Margulies, Anthony Ed¬ 
wards, Eriq La Salle and 
Noah Wyle appeared earlier 
in this 15th and final season. 

“We’ve spread them out 


over the season,” Executive 
Producer John Wells, who 
wrote the finale, told Enter¬ 
tainment Weekly magazine. 
“I didn’t want to do some¬ 
thing like somebody dies, 
or there is a celebration, or 
the hospital closes, so that’s 
why everybody comes back 
(during the season). I want¬ 
ed it to be natural.” 

Author Michael Crichton, 
who died of cancer last 
year, wrote the screenplay 
for ER in 1974 based on his 
experiences as a medical 


student in a busy hospital 
emergency department. 

But it went nowhere un¬ 
til Crichton worked with 
director Steven Spielberg 
on the 1993 film Jurassic 
Park, and later the two 
turned their attention to a 
TV pilot that eventually 
aired on NBC in September 
1994. 

ER’s frenetic pace, com¬ 
plex medical jargon and 
multi-stranded plots were 
at odds with the self-con¬ 
tained medical mystery

format used on most prior 
hospital TV shows. 

But the format and char¬ 
acters played well to audi¬ 
ences. Between 1995 and 
1999, ER was the top-rated 
drama on U.S. television. 

It also has played in 195 
countries in Europe, 
Africa, Asia and South 
America and has been 
dubbed or sub-titled in 22 
languages. 

“We were in Kenya, in 
Nairobi, in the airport and 
everyone knew who I was,” 
said ER actress Alex 
Kingston at a Hollywood 
party celebrating the show, 
“ft was kind of strange, but 
that’s just how big the
